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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although the full 
length polypeptide with 150 amino acid residues is known in the art, no prior art teaches or 
suggests that the peptide of EQ ID NO: 2 and its immunogenic mutant variants are the T cell 
epitope, wherein such peptide, named 165 peptide only consists of 9 amino acids long, and said 
mutant of SEQ ID NO: 2 clearly define in the specification are only within 1-4 amino acid 
residues substitutidn(s) of SEQ ID NO: 2, which do not detract the immunological properties of 
said peptide of SEQ ID NO: 2 (See page 18 of specification). In the specification, applicants 
have taught several such peptides named 165 peptide variants (See page 16 specification). 

2. It is noted that the double patenting rejection issue over the later filed application 11, 238, 
122 will be established if the alleged claims in the co-pending application 1 1,238,122 are not 
canceled.
